General Provisions:

Site Location. These Development Standards, Schematic Site Plan and other graphics set forth on Sheet RZ-1 form this rezoning
plan (collectively referred to as the “Rezoning Plan”) associated with the Rezoning Petition filed by The Keith Corporation
(“Petitioner”) to accommodate the development of industrial uses on an approximately 156.321 acre site located along Moores Chapel
Road (the "Site").

. Zoning Districts/Ordinance. Development of the Site will be governed by the Rezoning Plan as well as the applicable provisions of

the City of Charlotte Zoning Ordinance (the “Ordinance”). Unless the Rezoning Plan establishes more stringent standards, the
regulations established under the Ordinance for the I-2(LLWPA & LLWPCA) zoning classification shall govern all development
taking place on the Site.

. Graphics and Alterations. Any schematic depictions of the building envelopes, parking areas, sidewalks, driveways, streets, and

other development matters and site elements (collectively the “Development/Site Elements”) set forth on the Rezoning Plan should be
reviewed in conjunction with the provisions of these Development Standards. Any layouts, locations, sizes and formulations of the
Development/Site Elements depicted on the Rezoning Plan are graphic representations of the Development/Site elements proposed.
Changes to the Rezoning Plan not anticipated by the Rezoning Plan will be reviewed and approved as allowed by Section 6.207 of the
Ordinance. Since the project has not undergone the design development and construction phases, it is intended that this Rezoning
Plan provide for flexibility in allowing some alterations or modifications from the graphic representations of the Development/Site
